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SHORTAGE OF SEED 
OATS THREATENED 


Acute shortage of seed: oats is im- 
minent unless those farmers who have 
oats for sale arrange to dispose of it 


through the government elevators at 
Calgary, Moose Jaw, and Saskatoon. 
It is estimated by the government seed 
purchasing commission that 1,000,000 
bushels of seed oats will be needed 
this spring, and so.far only half of that 
amount has been.purchased. 

All oats shipped to the government 
elevators that grade 2 C.W. and pass 
the seed inspection tests will be 
bought by the purchasing commission. 
No. 1 seed commands a premium of }- 
10 cents and No. 2a premium of 6 
cents over Winnipeg quotations for 
May oats on the day of purchase. Oats 
grading 2 C.W. containing not more 
than one wild oat per pound will be 
classed as No. 1 seed, and lots con- 
taining not more than ten wild oats 
to the pound will be classed at No. 2. 
All oats consigned to the government 
elevators will be inspected for seed 
whether the shipper advises to this 
effect or not. The purchasing commis- 
sion is flooded with orders and every 
means will be taken to see that they 
are filled with high quality seed. A 
report on each inspection at the ele- 
vators will be sent to the purchasing 
commissioner at Regina, and will also 
be communicated to the shipper. Any 
farmers having oats for sale would do 
well to ship to the government eleva- 
tors, where he stands a chance of get- 
ting a good premium. He will also 
be helping to relieve what may be- 
come a serious shortage of seed. 

It is also suggested by the Domin- 
fon seed branch in Calgary, which is 
in charge of Mr. Sweet,.that farmers 
should send samples of seed to that 
office for a germination test before 
sowing. A large number of samples 
are coming in now, and the branch is 
doing all in its power to encourage 
farmers to have their tests made, as it 
will greatly aid in eliminating undesir- 
able seed.

PANAMA CANAL I$ 
FEASIBLE ROUTE FOR 
WESTERN GRAIN 


GRAIN SHIPPED FROM CALGARY 
TO LIVERPOOL VIA CANAL 
DID NOT HEAT. 


Ottawa, March 1.—With the arrival 
of the steamer War Viceroy in Eng- 
land at London on ‘Feb. 16 with a 
cargo of wheat from Vancouver, via 
the Panama Canal, the first stage has 
been completed in an _ experiment 
which may have far reaching benefits 
for the great grain producing areas 
of Western Canada. 

In the summer of 1917, Sir George 
Foster, the minister of trade and 
commerce, arranged with the British 
authorities to use the steamer War 
Viceroy, which was built on the Paci- 
fic coast for the British government, 
to take a trial shipment of wheat to 
England via the Panama canal. In- 
structions were, therefore, sent to the 
board of grain commissioners at Fort 
William to load the steamship and to 
take every possible precaution that 
full data should be obtained as to the 
condition in which the grain was 
shipped, and for this purpose to send 
an officer on the voyage from the grain 
laboratory of the department, so that 
from the beginning to the end of the 
voyage all information might be duly 
recorded. For this purpose electric 
thermometers were installed in the 
ship in order so closely to watch the 
grain and make all possible observa- 
tons in connection therewith. 

The grain was sampled at Calgary 
and placed under laboratory super- 
vision when removed from the eleva- 
tor to the cars. Samples were again 
taken at Vancouver as the boat was 
loading, and the moisture subsequently 
determined on these samples by the 
laboratory at Winnipeg. 

The War Viceroy cleared from Van- 
couver on Nev. 14 last for Nanaimo, 
whence she sailed on Nov. 16, making 
a call at Portland. She thus took 92 
days to complete the voyage to Lon- 
don from Canada. She had 100,000 
bushels of wheat on board. A full re- 
port is expected in due course from 
the special officers who accompanied 
this shipment to England.

“At the celebration of the first annt- 
versary of the opening of the Highland 
Girls’ Club on Wednesday evening 
last week, thera was present an inter- 


esting young Canadian in the person 
of Private John Macdonald, who spoke 
Gaelic fluently, and seemed surprised 
that anything but Gaelic should be 
spoken on the premises. Although 
now only 17 years of age this patriotic 
lad joined the Canadian army in Octo- 
ber, 1916, and he was recently wound- 
ed in France. He has a brother also 
serving with the Canadians. His father 
who will be remembered in South 
Uist as “Archie Ghramasdail,” went 
to Canada 33 years ago, and became a 
successful farmer there. Mrs. Mac- 
donald is a native of Tiree, and there 
is therefore little wonder that their 
family should be so devoted to tho 
language and customs of the High- 
lands. The young soldier assures us 
that all the members of the family 
are proficient Gaelic speakers, and 
deeply interested in everything con- 
nected with the Higniands of Scot- 
land. He attended the Highland Girls’ 
Club in the company of Mr. John R. 
Bannerman, from whotn the.Highland- 
er from Canada would hear the lan- 
guage of his parenta spoken in al! its 
purity. If our young Gaels at home 
would only show half as much interest 
in their mother tongue as these fel- 
lows from over the seas there would 
not require to be such a hue and cry 
regarding the teaching of Gaelic in 
Highland schools. There is no doubt, 
as has been said over and over again 
at An Comunn Galdhealach meet- 
ings, but that the matter of keeping 
alive the Gaelic rests with the parents, 
and surely the example set by their 
kith and kin in Canada, as shown by 
Private John Macdonald, of the Can- 
adians, ought to be an incentive to 
them to preserve their language.”

SOLDIER MEMBERS GIVE VIEWS 


Soldier ‘members of the house had 
their innings at the sitting on Mon- 
day afternoon, when Major J. R. Low- 
ery of Alexandra continued his speech 
on the recent report of the Ottawa 
conference made by Premier Stewart, 
and was followed by Lieut. Frank 
Walker of Victoria, and Major R. B.

TEUTON ALLIES 
QUARREL OVER 
RUSSIAN BOOTY 


GERMANY'S “INFAMOUS WAR 
POLICY” ATTACKED BY 
SOCIALISTS. 


London, March 4.—The Germun gov- 
ernments’ “infamous war policy,” was 
assailed by the reichstag in the course 
of Friday’s debate by Herr Vogtherr, 
an independent Socialist according to 
Berlin advices sent from Amsterdam 
by the Reuter correspondent there. 

“The Germanultimatum is not calcu- 
lated to create conditions of peace 
and friendship in Russia,” Herr Vog- 
therr declared. “In the case of the 
Ukraine peace, Germany and Austria: 
already are quarelling over the booty. 
The war we are now waging in de- 
fenceless Russia serves only the prop- 
ertied classes of the disputed terri- 
tory. In Lithuania we have made no 
moral conquests. The Lithuanians long 
to be back in Russia. 

“We are not allowed to know the 
truth. The fatherland is pursuing a 
bloodthirsty propaganda against for- 
eign countries. We are sold body and 
soul to the military caste. We are 
pursuing an infamous war policy.” 

At this point the vice-president call- 
ed the speaker to order, but he in- 
sisted on continuing his speech. 

“High wages in the munitions in- 
dustry,” Herr Vogtherr declared, “are 

corrupt wages for the purpose of keep- 
ing workmen in good temper in the 
interests of carrying on the war. The 
imperial chancellor has food sent to 
him from Bavaria, thereby infringing 
on the law.”

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
° WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 
In certain districts a homesteader 


may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.06 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
» acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent's Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 
Taust be presented to Agent.

~ TO CRUSH RUSSIA 


BERLIN HAS FORMALLY. REFUSED 
AN ARMISTICE, SO SLAVS WILL 
DEFEND THEIR NEW FREE- 
DOM—EVERY POSSIBLE OB. 
STACLE WILL BE PUT IN 
THE WAY OF INVADERS. 


Berlin, Fetruary 27.—German troops 
advancing north of Dorpet yesterday 
ceptured two Russian regiments us 
they were retreating, the German gen- 
eral staff announced today. , 

London Feb. 27.—The Russian re: 
volution will defend itself against 
Germany says anofficial Russian state- 
ment sent out by wireless and which 
announces that Germany has refused 
to grant an armistice. The announce- 
ment reads: 

A peace delegation is now on the 
way to Brest-Litovsk. We expect any 
moment news that it has arrived at 
the place appointed for peace negotia- 
tions but there is no armistice. The 
German government has formally re- 
fused an armistice and German detach- 
ments continue to advance. 

“We are prepared to sign their 
peace of usurpation. We have already 
declared this but there are many indi- 
cations that the German imperialists 
do not desire peace at the present mo- 
ment, but rather an immediate strang- 
ling of the workmen's and peasants’ 
revolution.” 

FIGHT EVERY DITCH. 

“Resistance to the hordes thus be- 
comes the principal task of the revo- 
lution—brave, heroic, obstinate and 
pitiless resistance. Every position, 
every railway station, every locomo- 
tive must be defended. Every possi- 
ble ohebicle must be put in the way of 
the enemy.” 

“Our greatest strength is in our 
wide territories. Enemy detachments 
still very small, have occupied Reval 
and Pskov. Even Petrograd itself, 
which is still far distant, can in no 
way decide the destiny of the revolu- 
tion. The government of the people’s 
commissaries can, ani if needs be, 
must retreat, must gather its forces 
and appeal to the country to use its 
whole strength for the defense of the 
revolution. Should the threat to Pet- 
rograd increase, the government will 
remove to Moscow or any other city 
in Russia. 

“If Germany’s' plundering raid 
should advance, the task of the gov- 
ernment would be to destroy the pos- 
sibility of a simultaneous catastrophic 
decision by the Germans. They are 
attempting to crush the authority of 
the councils and are in search of it on 
the routes leading to Petrograd. 

FIGHT IS THE PRESENT TASK. 

“We will bar these routes by every- 
thing we can interpose as obstacles. 
This, at the present moment is the 
principal task of the heroic Petro- 
grad proletariat and its revolutionary 
staff. But at the same time we must 
act in such a manner that the German 
generals may declare they recognise 
the authority of the councils, not only 
in Petrograd, but throughout the whole 
country, north, south, and on both 
sides of the Urals. Even if they think 
they can reach Petrograd by a mere 
military promenade, we will prove to 
them that they will have to disperse 
themselves all over Russia before 
they can reach and crush the author- 
ity of the councils. 

“Will they have adequate forces to 
carry out such a task if we defend our. 
selves heroically? No. They never 
will have forces enough. Such an 
enterprise inevitably will resolve it- 
self into an adventure and will fail 
However deeply they penetrate Rus- 
sia then the more surely will they 
bring about the outbreak of a revolu 
tion in Germany. Patience and firm. 
ness is necessary. 

THOUSANDS ANSWER CALL. 

The first symptoms of panic created 
by the German plundering raids have 
become bygone events. The cowards 
are in flight and have made room fo: 
the brave who are rallying themselves: 
in hundreds and thousands for the 
defense of the socialist fatherland. 

“If peace with the revolution is not 
the aim of the German imperialist they 
will see the revolution knows how to 
defend itself.” 

HUNS WILL ADVANCE. 

London Feb. 27.—In a_ dispatch 
filed at Petrograd yesterday, a corres- 
pondent of the Exchange Telegraph 
company says that Germans operating 
in the region of Pskov inquired of the 
German general, Hoffman, whether, in 
view of Russia’s acceptance of the 
German peace terms, they should con- 
tinue to advance. General Hoffman 
the dispatch says, replied in the affirm. 
ative. 

REPORTS CONFLICTING. 

London, Feb. 27.—It is uncertain 
whether the Germans or the Russians 
now hold Pskov. An Exchange Tele. 
graph dispatch from Petrograd under 
Tuesday's date, but bearing no time 
says that the Bolsheviki announce 
Pskov has been recaptured. All re 
ports confirm the earlier statement 
that Pskov frequently changed hands. 

Another dispatch says that Borisoff 
60 miles northeast of Minsk, has been 
captured by the Germans and that Or- 
sha and Smolensk, northeast of Minsk 
are being evacuated. Fighting at Ros- 
tov-on-the-Don ceased Monday night. 
The Cossacks retired and are being 
pursued, by the Bolsheviki forces. 
General Nazaroff, the Cossack leader, 
has been arrested by _ Bolsheviki 
troops who are now attacking Novo 
Terask, which is resisting strongly. 

The newspaper Nash Viek of Petro- 
grad, a Reuter dispatch says, declares

TEUTON ADVANCE 
TOWARD CAPITAL 
IS NOT CHECKED 


GERMANS HAVE PUSHED FOR- 
WARD EAST OF PSKOV AND ARE 
SAID TO BE WITHIN A FEW 
MILES OF PETROGRAD. 


London, Feb. 27.— While the German 
Imperial government is trying to con- 
vince the world of its disinterestedness 
in the future of Russia, the advance of 
the Teuton armies toward Petrograd 
still goes on. It now appears that 
there will be no armistice on the Rus- 
3ian front until peace is finally con- 
summated. 

In spite of the claim by the Bolshev- 
‘ki government that the Russians are 
fighting hard for the city of Pskov, 
the Germans have pushed forward to 
the east of‘that town. It is rumored 
that the Teutons have reached the city 
of Luga, midway between Pskov and 
Petrograd. Borisoff, 60 miles north- 
east of Minsk, has been captured by 
the Germans. ‘ 

The German official report says that 
the Teuton troops in the Ukraine have 
reached Corostisheff, east of Zhitomir 
which brings the invaders within 50 
miles of Kiev. The Russian troops 
have refused to fight, and those wlio 
have not abjectly surrendered are flee- 
Ing in a disorderly mob toward the 
capital. If there is any resistance to 
the German invasion, it must come 
from the peasants. 

REDS CAPTURE TCHERKASK. 

Petrograd, Feb. 27.—(British admir- 
alty per wireless press).—Novo Tcher- 
kask, capital, of the, territory of the 
Don Cossacks, has been captured by 
the revolutionary troops. This an- 
nouncement was made officially today

BATTALION HAS FIRST 
CLAIM ON DRAFTEES 


NEW REGULATION APPLIES TO 
RECRUITING IN R.F.C. 


New regulations recently issued by 
the Militia Department covering draft- 
ees under the M.S.A. deprive all young 
men of the free choice they have hith- 
erto had between infantry service and 
the air service. At the R.F.C. Recruit- 
ing headquarters a_ statement was 
handed out explaining that these rules 
now make it absolutely necessary for 
men who come within the provisions 
of the M.S.A. first to join their Depot 
Battalion. They may, if they are anxi- 
ous to become aviators, make applic- 
ation to the commanding officer. With 
that officer’s consent, they may re- 
enlist with the R.F.C. 

This change in the regulations, 
naturally, presents difficulties to men 
aspiring to flying officer's rank, 
though it is felt that any young man 
who possesses the essential qualifica- 
tions demanded by the R.F.C. will 
readily be granted the chance to en- 
roll. The effect of the new regulations 
will be that an accurate record of all 
draftees will be held by the Depot 
Battalions. : 

At present no indication can be 
given as to how this new procedure 
will affect the numbers of recruits ap- 
plying for enrolment in the R.F.C. 
While the change makes it harder for 
a man to enter the service, it is pre- 
sumed that the fascination and _ ro- 
mance attaching to the flying man’s 
work appeals so strongly to the Cana- 
dian spirit that most men will be keen 
enough to make the extra effort to 
join. This conclusion is based on the 
fact that even though enlistments in 
the R.F.C. are voluntary, the training 
school at Toronto is kept filled to 
capacity.

FOR LOSING OPPOR 


TUNITY 10 


SECURE NATURAL RESOURCES 


HON. CHARLES 8STEWART’S ACT 
PREMIERS AT OTTAWA CONFE 
PROVINCES MISSED A GO 
MEMBER FOR 


The growing spirit of revolt against 
partyism in the legislature was sur- 
prisingly manifested today in a severe 
attack by A. G. Mackay, M.L.A. from 
Athabasca, of the government side, 
on the report given by Premier Stew- 
art, regarding his attitude on the sub- 
ject of the natural resources at the 
Ottawa conference. 

Mr. Mackay asserted that Mr. Stew- 
art and the other western premiers 
had missed a golden opportunity in 
refusing to join with the premiers of 
the other provinces in a joint cam- 


paign to obtain the natural resources 
for the western provinces, and in- 
creased subsidies for the other prov- 
inces. 

At times Mr. Mackay waxed sar- 
castic, holding up to ridicule the prem- 
ifer’s statement that these two subjects 
“by no human argument could come 
within the same category.” 


MAKES BOLD ATTACK. 


Mr. Mackay attacked his leader 
boldly to the evident surprise of both 
sides of the house and to the con- 
sternation of the government mem- 
bers. Coming from a member who 
‘was regarded as cabinet timber, the 
decided difference which Mr. Mackay 
exhibited from the ideas of Mr. Stew- 
art aroused a buzz of gossip about the 
legislative chamber. 

“It appears to me,” said Mr. Mac- 
kay, referring to the recent Ottawa 
conference, and Mr. Stewart's report 
thereon on the subject of natural re- 
sources, “that the premiers of the 
western provinces missed a golden 
opportunity.” 

“Mr. Stewart tells us that the 
premiers of all the provinces were 
satisfied that we should get our nat- 
ural resources. He tells us they were 
unanimous in supporting ns in setur- 
ing our natural resources, believing it 
‘was our undeniable right, but were 
anxious to seize the opportunity for 
consideration of an increased sub- 
sidy.” 


A FAIR PROPOSITION. 


“In that,” continued Mr. Mackay, “I 
believe they were only attaching a 
fair proposition and one that must be 
attached to it. Yet our premier refers 
to it in language as if it were an im- 
proper thing. He seizes the opportun- 
ity as if it were something wrong, and 
that he, as our representative said 
‘then they were not interested in our 
question, because by no human argu- 
ment could they come within the same 
category.’ 

Mr. Mackay went on to argue that 
the two propositions were insepar- 
able. He contended that if the west- 
ern provinces obtained their natural 
resources, and thereby increased their 
revenue from them, that the eastern 
provinces were entitled to an increas- 
ed subsidy, that it was the only fair 
and square way to deal with them. 
He repeated that he believed Mr. 
Stewart and the other western prem- 
fers had missed a golden opportunity, 
declaring they might have got up a 
joint memorandum on the subject as 
to what they were agreed upon and 
presented it to Premier Borden. 

“I believe,” he asserted, “that if 
they had done so, we mght have got 
our natural resources by May. I be- 
lieve that Premier Borden wants to 
implement the promise he gave to 
turn over the natural resources to 
the western provinces, but every time 
the subject was taken up before, it 
was the eastern provinces that stood 
in the way. Now we find the premier 
of this province saying that they were 
all agreed upon this subject, and yet 
this opportunity was not seized. 

“I don’t think we can get our re- 
sources on any other terms if we wait 
another 600 years, and it is tremend- 
ously important that we should get 
this done yet.” 


SOON TOO LATE. 


Mr. Mackay went on.to say that a 
little more delay, and it would be too 
late for another thirty years; that 
once the Dominion government inaug- 
urated a land settlement scheme for 
soldiers, that government will ask, 
and rightly ask, that the homestead 
land be held for them. : 

“We are at the parting of the ways,” 
he said, and referring again to the 
premier’s statement regarding the 
questions of increased subsidies for 
the eastern provinces and ownership 
of the natural resources for the west- 
ern provinces as being in different 
categories, declared: 

“Probably I'm not human because 
my mind can’t separate them.”

a resolution later on the. subject. 

James Weir, non-partisan M.L.A., 
from Nanton, also attacked the prem- 
fer for the alleged lack of substance 
in his report of the Ottawa confer- 
ence. Mr. Weir brought his usual line 
of comedy into the house, making 
an indirect reference to the alleged 
political control exerted here yet by 
former Premier Arthur L. Sifton. 

After criticising the premier for 
wasting the time of the legislature 
in calling an adjournment when he 
went to Ottawa, when he might have 
sent a representative instead, or else 
allowed the legislature to proceed, 
Mr. Weir asserted that he could only 
see two reasons why the premier went 
under these circumstances—one was 
that the provincial government was 
not ready with a program of legisla- 
tion and the other was that “our new 
pilot of the ship of state had run up 
against some snags and went down to 
Ottawa to consult with the former 
commodore.’ 


DRAWS LAUGHTER. 


The speaker finally drew a guffaw 
of laughter from the house when he 
asserted that the lengthy report by 
the premier on the conference re- 
minded him of the story of the steam- 
boat that, every time it whistled, had 
to stop. 


Mr. Weir made a speech of consid- 
erable length also on the subject of 
natural resources, the gist of which 
was that there was no use in obtain- 
ing the natural resources from the 
Dominion if that government was go- 
ing, at the same time, to shove on to 
the province the responsibility for the 
care and re-establishment in civil life 
of returned soldiers. The problem 
was too large a one for the province 
to shoulder and expect to solve by 
means of the homestead lands avail- 
able unless steps were-taken to ob- 


re [tale all land held for speculation, — 

J. G. Turgeon, of Ribstone, came to 
the defense of the premier’s report,and 
taking up the popular slogan of non- 
partyism, asserted: 

-“While in the past I have been a 
blind foliower of my party leader, I 
am no longer.” 

The opposition ‘began laughing and 
applauding at this. 

“I am not saying this to gain the 
applause of the opposition,’ asserted 
Mr. Turgeon, and continued: 

“But I have not deserted my princi- 
ples.” 


MOCK DISAPPOINTMENT IS 
EVIDENCED. 


“A sigh of mock disappointment 
arose from the opposition whereupon 
Mr. Turgeon exclaimed dramatically: 

“Ah! you see the opposition ap- 
plaud me when I say I will no longer 
follow my party leader but they do 
net applaud me when I say I will con- 
tinue to follow my principles.” 

Dr. T. H. Blow, M.L.A., from South 
Calgary, was the final speaker of the 
afternoon on the Premier's report on 
the Ottawa conference. He compli- 
mented the premier on the results 
attained in the promise of the Domin- 
ion government to follow a more vigor- 
ous policy as regards the turning over 
of money to the province as interest 
on school lands fund held in trust. 
Dealing briefly with the subject of 
immigration, Dr. Blow contended that 
the province had not been making the 
kind of laws which were conducive 
to obtain the best immigration in the 
past. 


REFERS TO COAL STRIKE. 


While on the subject of coal as one 
of the natural resources of the prov- 
ince, Dr. Blow took occasion to make 
an indirect reference to the- recent 
strike at Drumheller. 

"We have been investigating the con- 
ditions on behalf of the miners” he 
said, ‘but haye we on behalf of the 
mine owner? The premier has given 
us figures that show the mines could 
produce twice as much coal as they 
are doing, yet we do nothing to en- 
courage the mines to produce more.” 

“As regards this striking of the 
miners, while our men are in_ the 
trenches suffering untold hardships, 
why should we permit a class of men, 
80 per cent. of whom are reported to 
be a foreign element, not to do their 
duty. I believe we should be firm and 
see that they do it.” 

The speaker incidentally advocated 
better educational facilities for girls 
without financial resources, asserting 
that the government should take some 


steps to see that girls of this class |‘ 


are not brought up to be thrust into 
the world on their own resources with- 
out training.

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HUN INVASION OF RUSSIAIS

"GWEN FIVE. YEARS 


NOW SLACKEN ING UP 
ON ORDERS FROM BERLIN 


INDICATES THAT FORMAL PEACE TERMS HAVE. BEEN ACCEPTED 
AND A TREATY SIGNED BY DELEGATES—SLAV TROOPS 
HAVE RECRUITED FIGHTING STRENGTH. 


London, March 1.—Germany’s invasion of Russia has slowed down. During 
the last twenty-four hours there have been no reports showing that the 
Teutons are sweeping ahead with the power shown in the carly days of the 
advance towards Petrograd and there are indications that the movement has 


lost some of its momentum. 


An explanation of this fact may be found in an unofficial but authenticated 
dispatch from Petrograd which states that the German troops have received 


orders from Berlin to advance no farther. 


This would seem to indicate that 


the formal peace terms have been accepted and a treaty has been signed by 
the Teutonic and Bolsheviki delegates as the Germans refused to grant an arm- 


istice until peace had been negotiated. 
FIGHTING SPIRIT RETURNS. 


In spite of reports that operations 
on the east front are taking a normal 
course, and that another SEsthonian 
regiment has placed itself under the 
command of the German staff, it is 
asserted in Petrograd that the Rus- 
sian troops have recruited their fight- 
ing spirit and Cossacks as _ well as 
mixed detachments of soldiers are on 
their way to the front. 

Advices from Bucharest are to the 
effect that the Central powers have 
communicated their peace terms to 
King Ferdinand of Rumania, who has 
been granted a short period for con- 
sideration. Dispatches stated that 
Rumania would be asked to cede parts 
of Dobrudja to Bulgaria and to give 
Germany and Austria _ preferential 
treatment in commercial and econ).n- 
ical relations. It is officially den‘ed 
by the Roumanian press bureau in 
Paris that King Ferdinand will relin- 
quish his throne at the behest of the 
anti-war party of his country. 

Another Spanish cabinet has fallen. 
In some quarters it is reported to have 
resulted because of the insistence of 
the government in adhering to its 
policy of strict neutrality toward the 
belligerents in the war. Public opin- 
ion in Spain has become inflamed by 
the sinking of five Spanish vessels by 
German or Austrian submarines. 


NEW ATTACKS ON RUSSIA. 


Russia is facing a new attack, this 
time in the far east. Japan is known 
to have sounded the Entente Allies 
especially the United States, as to the 
advisability of taking steps to prevent 
the tremendous stores of munitions 
held at Viadivostok and other points 
along the Siberian raiiway from fal- 
ling into the hands of the Bolsheviki, 
or the Germans. Viscount Motono, 
the Japanese foreign minister, spoke 
recently vn the subject and advices 
from Paris say it is believed there 
that his words were Japan’s answer to 
General Foch's appeal to the Japanese 
and the United States to take steps 
in Siberia. 

It is admitted at Washington that 
the matter has been discussed in offi- 
cial circles, but there is much _reti- 
cence on the part of the men closely 
identified with the administration. 

No word as to the probable policy 
of the United States has as yet been 
given out. 


WESTERN FRONT. 


French and British troops have car- 
ried out raiding operations against the 
enemy. The French operations were 
centred at Verdun and the English on 
each side of the Scarpe river. In both 
cases prisoners were brought back by 
the raiders. On the Italian front there 
have been encounters by small de- 
tachments, and at points the artillery 
engagements have been quite lively, 
the air forces have been busy and sev- 
eral small Italian towns have been 
bombed by the Teutonic aviators. 

Only 38 persors out of 182 on the 
British ship Glenart Castle, which was 
sunk by a submarine in the Bristol 
channel have been landed. Among the 
144 missing are seven female nurses. 


WASHINGTON STIRRED 
BY PROPOSED JOINT 
OCCUPATION OF SIBERIA 


OBJECT WOULD BE TO PREVENT 
VAST RESOURCES OF COUNTRY 
TO FALL INTO ENEMY HANDS. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—Japan’s move 
to develop the feeling of the allies 
toward a proposal for joint military 
operations in Siberia to keep the vast 


stores at Vladivostok, and also the 
trans-Siberian railway from falling in- 
to the hands of the German invaders 
of Russia, was widely discussed today 
among diplomats and officials, but 
all were reluctant to give opinions for 
publication. 

Opinion in London that the declar- 
ation by the Japanese foreign minis- 
ter, Count Motono, in the Japanese 
diet, could only be interpreted as a 
declaration that Japan was about to 
intervene, was regarded as_ further 
evidence that the negotiations now 
proceeding between the co-belliger- 
ents to make the action of an inter- 
national character, probably including 
the participation of American forces.

alarmed lest the vast quantities of 
supplies piled up at Vladivostok, 
bought and paid for with American 
cash should fall into the hands of the 
Germans.

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MEN REFUSING TO COMPLY WITH 
THE MILITARY SERVICE — 
ACT ARE SENTENCED. 


— 


John McKenzie, of Brules Mines, ; 


and F. P. Steinmiller, of Stettler, were 
both sentenced to five years avith hard 
labor by Magistrate Davidson, at the 
city police court this morning for re- 
fusing to sérve under the Military 
Service Act. 

“The man calls himself a Scotch- 
Socialist-Bolsheviki,” remarked Lieut.- 
Col. West Jones, the assistant provost 
marshal of military district No. 13 in 
addressing Magistrate Davidson. 

The individual referred to was 
McKenzie, who originally came from 
Forfar, Scotland. He was_ brought 
before the civil court as he refused 
to don the king’s uniform after being 
called under the military service act. 

In reply to the magistrate as to 
whether he pleaded guilty the ac- 
cused entered into a rather incoher- 
ent statement. He stated his chief 
objection was to medical examination. 
“To my moral point of view,’ he said, 
“this is an insult to common decency.” 


He admitted that he had received a} 


letter from a tribunal to report at 


Edmonton, but ‘he had not taken any 
notice of this. 

The man complained that since his 
arrest he had been “brow-beaten and 
abused,” to which statement the ass- 
istant provost marshal objected. 

“Why ave you not in khaki?” the 
magistrate asked. 


REMARKABLE PLEA. 


“For the simple reason that I did 
not read the papers,” he replied. “But 
[I know what it amounts to,” he con- 
tinued, ‘When a man signs up he is 
sold out; in other words his body, and 


[ suppose his soul, is not his own. It 
is like a man signing his death war- 
rant, and no man will sign his death 
warrant when he knowe what he is 
doing.” 

“Then you refuse to put on the 
uniform?” remarked the magistrate. 

“No; I refuse to sign these papers.” 

Col. West Jones here remarked that 
the man had persistently refused to 
wear the uniform and that he claimed 
to be a “Scotch-Socialist-Bolshevik.” 

“Sure,” chipped in the accused. 

“If he were an Irishman, I suppose 
he would call himself a Sein Feiner,” 
remarked the magistrate, amid laugh- 
ter. 

The assistant provost marshal re- 
lated what had transpired at the bar- 
racks since the man’s arrest, and that 
Col. Moore had no other recourse in 
face of his obstinacy but to hand him 
over to the civil court. He read the 
evidence when the man was brought 
before the colonel, which the accused 
told the court was “a stacked game of 
bunko.” 

“Then if you don’t like the soldier's 
uniform we will give you the chance 
of wearing another.” remarked the 
magistrate in sentencing McKenzie to 
five years’ imprisonment with hard 
labor. 


SIMILAR SENTENCE. 


A similar séntence was given F. B. 
Steinmiller who was also. brought be- 
fore the court on a like charge. When 
the charge was read out and he was 
asked the customary question by the 
magistrate if he had anything to say, 
Steinmiller, who comes from Stettler, 
caused some laughter by remarking 
“It sounds alright.” He claimed that 
he was a farmer, but the provost mar- 
shal stated that the man was nothing 
but a loafer, and had purposely avoid- 
ed receving any letters from Registrar 
Carson. 


UNITED STATES FIXES 
PRICE OF BINDER TWINE 


FOOD ADMINISTRATION GIVES 
MAXIMUM ADVANCE OVER 
COST OF SISAL. 


Washington, March 1.—Under 
agreement with manufacturers 
binder twine and sisal importers the 
food administration last night an- 
nounced the maximum advance over 
cost of sisal which may be charged 
by the manufacturer, the scale being 
based on the present price of 19 cents. 
a pound for sisal fibre. Standard 
and sisal binder twine containing 500 
feet to the pound should be sold in 
carload lots of 20,000 pounds or more 
at a maximum advance of 4 cents per 
pound over the cost of sisal. Lots of 
10,0090 pounds or more, but less than 
20,000 pounds are to be sold at an ad- 
vance of not more than 4% cents a 
pound and all amounts are to to carry 
an advance of not more than 444 cents 
a pound. Twine that contains 550 
feet to the pound should be sold at a 
maximum advance of 1% cents above 
the price for standard -twine; 600 feet 
to a pound at an increase of 3 cents. 
and 650 feet to the pound at 4% cents 
a pound increase.

should be sold at an advance of not 
more than 6 cents per pound above the 
price of standard twine.
